PARIS, Ky., Jan. A.- B. F. Williams, who 
is said to be worth $2,000,000, died at the 
boarding-house of Mrs. Eliza Ogden in this 
city last evening. He was a native of Lan- 
castiire, England, and came here ten years 
ago to visit Wm. Shaw, who was a native of 
the same town. He was an old friend of the 
Shaw family and known by them to be very 
wealthy. After a visit of a week, he left, 
but returned again about five years ago and 
found his old friend dead. He stopped for a 
few days at Mrs. Ogden’s, and then re- 
turned to England. Last Tuesday he ar- 
rived her from Winchester, and feeling 
unwell, went to Mrs. Ogden, where he 
thought quiet and rest would. bring him 
around all right.

THE FRENCH WHITE HOUSE. 

Now that a new President has taken 
possession of his official residence, some 
historical facts in regard to what may be 
called The French White House“ will 
interest our readers. 

The Palais de Elysee was built in 1718 
for the Count d' Evreux, who afterwards 
gold it to Mme. de Pompadour, the notori- 
ous mistress of Louis XV. She sold, or 
gave it, to the Marquis de Marigny, from 
whom, at her death, the King bought it 
thus paying again for what he had paid 
for before. In 1773 it passed into the 
hands of M. Beaujon, a wealthy banker, 
by whom it was greatly enlarged, im- 
proved and embellished. When he died 
it was purchased by the Duchess of 
Bourbon, who occupied it until 1790; when

esses and Bourbons. In 1792 it was de- 
elared national property and the next 
year was utilized as the government 
printing office. In 1800 it was again sold, 
and this time degenerated into a place 
ot public entertainment; from which fate | 
it was rescued in 1804 by Murat, brother- 
in-law of Napoleon, who resided there 
until he went to Naples to play the King 
and also “the beggar on horseback,” with 
the usual result. * 

When Murat vacated, the government 
which then meant Napoleon—took pos- 
session, and it became one of his favorite 
palaces; this man who, a few years be- 
fore, had been glad to live in a garret on 
Quai Conti at a rental of $4 a month, 
When the Allies occupied Paris in 1814 
and 18, the Emperor of Russia and the 
Duke of Wellington resided there; and 
Napoleon was again its master from his 
return from Elba until after the battle

Failure to comply with the law is made 
also complete proof of negligence on the part 
of the railway.

People have waked to the 
fact that an electric or cable car running 
from six to fifteen miles an hour through 
83 streets are as dangerous to life and 
imb as steam locomotives. The question is 
being asked why the latter are compelled 
to have ‘“‘cow-catchers” while human beings 
are ruthlessly ground to mincemeat by the 
former.

CLEVELAND’S POLICY. 


The President Makes No Secret of His 
Position on the Hawalian Question.

brought up two more bills covering the |: 


needed increases in the number of Circuit 
and Criminal Judges in the city of St. Louis, 
one of which, the criminal bill, was drafted 
by himself. The Circuit Court bill was 
drawn by Attorney Charles B. Stark, and 
provides, as at present drawn, for eight 
judges, but Mr. Drabelle says that the num- 
ber will be amended to read seven before 
the bill is introduced. The Circuit Court 
bill reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. From and after the taking effect of 
this act, the Circuit Court of the city of St. 
Louls shall be composed of eight judges. 

Sec. 2. Immediately on the taking effect of 
this act the Governor shall appoint three 
judges of said Circuit Court, for a term 


ending on the 3ist day of December, 1896 


* 
and the said additional judges hereby pro- 
vided for shall possess the same qualifica- 
tions and shall receive the same compensa- 
tion, and from the same source, as the 
present judges of the Circuit Court. 

Sec. 3. At the general election, held in said 

city in November, 1896, three other judges of 
the Circuit Gourt shall be elected for terms. 
of six years, and one for a term of two 
years, and thereafter their successors shall 
be elected for terms of six years. 
Sec. 4. ..fter every official census hereafter 
taken in said city of St. Louis, of the inhab- 
itants thereof, the Circuit Court of the city 
of St. Louis shall be composed of such num- 
ber of judges as will be equal to one for 
each 60, inhabitants, or fractional part 
thereof over 30,000. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. The existing delays in the admin- 
istration of justice in said Circuit Court, 
causes by the accumulation of cases therein, 
constitutes an emergency within the mean- 
ing of the constitution, and it is therefore 
enacted that this act shall take effect from 
and after its passage. 

Mr. Drabelle supports the appointment 
feature on the ground of economy, and says 
that it is too long to wait until the next 
election after the decennial census to find 
out how many judges St. Louis is entitled 
to by reason of increase in her population; 
and that the necessities of the situation de- 
mand an immediate increase in the number 
of judges of both Circuit and Criminal 
Courts. 

The Criminal Court bill was framed by 
Mr. Drabelle after consultation with a 
number of members of the bar who are 
interested in this feature of legislation. It 
is as follows: 

Sec. 1. From and after the taking effect of 
this act, the St. Louis Criminal Court shall 
be composed of two judges. 

Sec. 2. Each of said judges shall sit sepa- 
rately, for the trial of causes and the trans- 
action of business in special term. They 


may sit in the general term for the purpose 


of making their rules of court, and for the 
transaction of such other business as may 
be provided by law; at such times as they 
may determine; but shall have no power 
to review my order, decision or proceed- 
ing of the court in special term. 

Sec. 3. Immediately on the taking effect 
of this act, the Governor shall appoint a 
Judge for said court, for a term ending 
on the list day of December, 1896, who shall 
possess the same qualifications and receive 
the same compensation, and from the same 
source, as the present Judge of said court. 

Sec. 4. At the general election held in the 
city of St. Louis in November, 1896, one of 
the judges of said court shall be elected 
for a term of two years, and one for a term 
of six years, and, therafter their successors 
shall be elected for terms of six years. 

Sec. 5. After every official census taken 
in said city of St. Louis, of the inhabitants 
thereof, the St. Louis Criminal Court shall 
be composed of such number of judges as 
shall be equal to one for each 250,000 inhab- 
itants, or fractional part thereof over 125,000. 

Sec. 6.'All acts or parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with this act are lereby repealed. 

Sec. 7. The existing, delays in the adminis- 
tration of justice in said St. Louis Crim- 
inal Court, caused by the accumulation of 
cases therein, constitutes an emergency 
within the meaning of the constitution, and 
this act shall therefore take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

Of the salaries of Circuit and Criminal 
Court judges in St. Louis, $2,000 are paid 
by the State and $3,000 by the city, to pach 
judge.

WEST BAY CITY, Mich., Jan. 21.—A col- 
ony. of about 100 men and women calling 
themselves members of the Reorganized 
Church of Latter Day Saints have located 
in this city. The supposition that they are 
Mormons is said to be a mistake. They 
claim to believe and teach every principle 
that was taught by Christ and his apostles 
as contained in the Scriptures.
